Nearly all the brown sugar that 


we buy is adulterated with sand aad

Our rule is a quarter of a 


pound of granulated sugar for every 
pound of fruit or berries, but for cur- 
rants and cherries we use a little more, 
and tor peaches a little less.

fruit and sugar together in a porcelain 
kettle, 
adding

neces«ary, cook until the fruit is boiling 
hoi clear through, (ill the cans full while 
tho fruit is hot; wipe the top dry and 
put on tho cover; screw down firmly, 
nnd us the fruit cools tighten the cover 
until it can be moved no further. If you 
notice any air bubbles in the can run a 
spoon down to them and lei the air es- 
cape before you put the top on. To 
prevent breaking the cans, till tliem with 
quite warm water until they arc w.nmod 
through; then pour out the water, sot 
the cans in a pan containing a little hot 
water, and put in the fruit. 


Berried, and fruit that is apt to mush 


up by much handling, will look better 
if cooked iu the cans. Fill the cans with 
fruit, pour over a syrup made by in (jit- 
ing the siyai' that you intend to use in 
so?ue water—say from half a pound to 
a pound oi' sugaV to a quart of water- 
put on the glass top loosely, set Uie cans 
in the washboilor with 
cold watnr 


enough to come within Uirco inches of 
the top of the cans. Heat uiitil the fruit 
is boilin"- hot and then boil litte.cn min- 
utes longer. Ttic fruit will settle down 
in the cans, but take the contents of one 
or two cans to fill up the rest, and then 
seal up immediately. 
Do not set the 


cans on the bottom of the boiler. Get 
the "worser half" to shape a board a lit- 
tle smaller than the inside of the boiler, 
bore it full of holes an inch apart, and 
nail three strips an inch thick across the 
under side to rest on the bottom of the 
boiler. Sot tho cans on this board and 
they will be all right. Fruit put up this 
way will keep, because it can not do oth- 
erwise. 


Claimed fruit should be kept in a cel- 


lar if you have one. The next best place 
is a cool milk-house, but if yon have 
neither, put in a dark closet, in the cool- 
est place at command.

The exact reasons which led to the in-

of trousers 
are perhaps 


hardly worth seeking; they seem, how- 
ever, to have been evolved at the mere 
dictate of fashion from the tight troupers 
and Wellingtons of the early part of the 
centary, these, in turn, having grown 
from the knee-breeches and stockings 
of fifty years earlier. 
!>nt what is im- 


portant to bear in mind is that history 
has no record of agarment at once so sim- 
ple and so ugly as trousers. We are going 
clean against all precedent in. shrouding 
our limbs in cloth funnels devoid of 
graceful shape and incapable of folds. 
And this departure from "ancestral wis- 
dom has no particular advantage to re- 
commend it. Trousers are not econo- 
mical inasmuch as they get baggy at 
the knee long before they are worn out. 
They are always getting dirty at the 
ankles. They are not specially adapted 
either for cold or wet. 
On a wet day 


it is the part from the knee downward 
that catches the rain and necessitates 
changing the whole garment. Indeed, 
it is the way in which they ignore the 
knee-joints which renders trousers prac- 
tically so objectionable;. It h at this 
joint that they drag, and not only spoil 
their own shape, but inUict a sense of 
tightness over the whole body by means 
of braces. 


The mere discarding of trousers, and 


substituting knickerbockers and stock- 
ings, would effect a great reform in male 
costumes, a more striking and salutary 
change than any other detail, except 
perhaps the abolition of the tophat. 
It 


is almost a waste of breath to ck-ebim 
against trousers, their hideousness is so 
generally admitted. 
Sculptors and 


painters have found thorn quite intraou- 
ble, aud resorted in despair to clothing 
men of the nineteenthcwitii'T in Koman
